To those who have vot previonsly entered 
into the nature of the character, the acting of tl is eminent performer 
must on this occasion appear peculiarly striking. Mr. Lisron’s Baillie 
Nichol Jarvie, is very good, although it is not perfectly suited to his 
comic powers.
